grounds of tbeir friendship. It ie though 
that this will have the desired effect.

accepted, be is forbidden to leave the 
island without authority. It is not be- 
lies oil that snob an extreme attitude to- 
ward tbe consul will be necessary, bnt if 
the administration should find that It Is, 
in order to maintain its own dignity, Sec- 
retary Olney stands ready to assume. 


The time between the expiration of the 


present administration and the Incoming 
of tbo McKmley administration is now so 
short that none bnt the extremists, with 
whom the wish is father to the thought, 
eipect to see any change in the policy of 
the United States toward Spain before 
Mr Cleveland's retirement. Interest oen- 
tora in the intentions of the president- 
elect and his premier. As neither of 
them has given out anything definite 
about their purposes, statements as to 
what their course will be are purely spec- 
ulative. 


"1 he situation," as a prominent con- 


gressman expressed it, "is full of dyna- 
mite, and there is great danger of an ex- 
plosion. No one expects the McKinley 
administration to take a stand which 
nwy involve the country In war unless 
tbe Spanish give warrant for it by their 
foolhardy conduct. But while the Mo- 
Kinlty administration is thought to be 
jaost desirlous of averting a collision be- 
tween this country and Spain, it will be 
a matter of general surprise and disap- 
pointment If the incoming president does 
Dnt inform Spam at the first opportunity 
that the rights of Americans Will be rig- 
orously protected. And when once this 
st-ind is taken.should tbe Spanish be fool- 
ish enough to think it Is meaningless, as 
similar nnnonncements of this adminis- 
tration, they will be most likely to find 
more trouble on tbeir bands ttan they 
havj bad for many a day." 


The disgust in congress with tbe pres- 


ent policy of the administration grows 
in intensity daily. Democrats are quite 
as open in their expressions of condemna- 
tion as are the Bepubllcani. The general 
opinion, judged by tbe drift at tbe capi- 
tal, Is unquestionably that the United 
Suites is being placed in a most humiliat- 
ing position before the world by the lack 
of backbone shown In our dealings with 
Spain. Tbe administration Instead of 
demanding what it was eminently proper 
should be demanded, bas assumed tbe at- 
titude of a suppliant. Instead of telling 
Spain sbe must do what the law and the 
rights of American citizens dictate, or 
take the consequences, tbe policy, now 
happily Doming to an end, has been to 
prefer nothing more than polite requests 
the ignoring of which has been fraught 
with no danger. This course, instead of

reivewed the Sanguilly case declaring 
that our representative In Cuba had been 
arrogantly insulted by tbe Spanish au- 
thorities. If a United States fleet should 
be sent to redress tbe insult tbe action 
would be sustained by every citizen of the 
United States.

An Unfortunate Condition. 


A problem, which the trainers of the 


new tariff law have to meet, is how to 
guard against the grent and sudden in- 
crease of Importation which is sure to 
come in tbe last days before tbe new 
tariff law will go into effect. Various 
schemes have been proposed. One euch 
suggestion is that tbe MeKinlay law be 
re-enacted temporarily with a promise to 
refund any amount which may be paid 
under It, in duties, in excess of the rates 
of the new law. Another suggestion is 
tbat those who import after a certain date 
•nd before tbe new law goes into effect be 
required to pay on those goods tbe rates 
of tbe new law after its enactment.
